-ed by steam motive power on the 
Pacific Electric line to San aed 
nardino, is the assurance given 
by T. L. Wagenbach, assistant 
general superintendent and car 
service agent of the interurban 
road, in a letter received yester- 
day by City Manager R. G. Man- 
leg.

emergency in an effort to do all 
we can.”
